from Springfield an accou nt of the big 
political garnering Wednesday, bu t 
wish to speak briefly of some of the 
special featu res as given in the inde 
dendent press of the state and in the 
Springfield papers which come to ou i 
desk today. 
The chief featu res of the qu &dren 
nial Repu blican love feast were a sen­ 
sational attack u pon Governer Yates 
and his pay-roll brigade by Lawrence 
Y. Sherman, protests against political 
cannabalism by Congressman Warner 
and Attorney General Hamlin, ac­ 
qu iescence by Charles S. Deneen in a 
contemporaneou s primary and 
con­ 
vention scheme proposed by the state 
execu tive, and finally the defeat ol 
Deneen and Yates in state oemmittee. 
The state convention was set for May 
12 at Springfield, Peoria being defeat­ 
ed in the contest by a vote of 21 to 9. 
Briefly scanned, Governor 
Yates, 
Colonel Bowden, Colonel Warner and 
Attorney General Hamlin carried off 
the honors of the love feast to the 
extent that “rooting” is an index. 
The Deneen reception was a palpable 
frost and L. 
Y. Sherman dou btless 
lost some prestige today by his indict­ 
ment of Governor Yates 
The Ma­ 
comb man’s au dience, however, gav e 
him a rou sing reception, evidently in 
anticipation of a plain, blu nt speech 
in which party harmony wou id receive 
a violent jolt 
Governor Yates was the first of 
seven gu bernatorial candidates to ad­ 
dress the 5,OOO per>ons assembled at 
the afternoon session of the love learn 
held u i the arsenal bu ilding 
Tin 
governor was in btgli feather. 
Before 
him stood nearly every active job 
e, inclu ding more 
i.me wardens, who 
on state money, 
u bt th it the meet* 
d by payroll .« tain- 
on down.

LOWDEN STIRS KNTl.lt'SI,\S M, 
Colonel Lowden, who is su ffering 
from a sore throat, spoke only a few 
moments, bu t he was received with an 
enthu siasm which fringed the Deneen 
demonstration with icicles in compar­ 
ison. 
Colonel Lowden su ggested it 
was time 
for repu blicans “ to stop 
extermit at ing one ano her and direct 
their efforts 
against 
the common 
enemy.” 
This sentim ent 
was salve to the 
wou nds of the job holders and t hey 
cneered with a will. 
Colonel Lowden 
Indu ced an alternat ing cu rrent how 
ever, when he su ggested that if Ogh 
cou nty failed to nominate its candi 
date for governor, it wou ld “at least 
have the great distinction t hat for one 
week it contained the capital of the 
great state of Illinois ” 
This was the cleverest hit of the 
day, for Colonel Lowden had won his 
fight against the Yates crown in Ogh 
cou nty Monday by a vote ot more than 
two 
to

campaign 
redolent 
with 
pay-roll 
promises.
